Amicable Adjustment of the Behring 
Sea Matter Now Probable.. 


PREMIER SALISBURY’S LAST NOTE RE- 
CEIVED WITH FAVOR. 


Its Proposals in the Main in Line With 
President Harrison’s Demand—Wash- 
ington Officials Think a Peaceable So- 
lution of the Dispute Will Come Soon 
—Text of the Correspondence. 


WasHIsGTox, D. C., March 28.—The news 
of the receipt of Lord Salisbury’s reply to 
president Harrison’s note of the 22d 
inst. brought Hon. John W. Foster and 
senator Sherman to the White House this 
morning at an unusually early hour. They 
remained in conference with the President 
for half an hour. When they left their faces 
expressed inward satisfaction with the con- 
dition of things which occupied their minds. 
The reply of Lord Salisbury is said in high 
official circles, while not conceding in ex- 
press terms what the United States has con- 
tended for in the recent correspondence,to be 
so conciliatory In tone and manner as to 
open the way for an amicable settlement of 
the present controversy. In previous cor- 
respondence Lord Salisbury declined to ad- 
mit the subject of damages to the termsof 
the treaty atall; now he proposes to refer 
the question of damagers to the arbitrators.

Her Britannic M ty’s Government has learned 
with great concern notices which have aepeeres 
in the press, and the general accuracy of which has 
been confirmed by . Blaine’s statements to the 
undersigned, that the Government of the United 
States has issued instructions to their revenue cruis- 
ers about tu be dispatched to Behring Sea, under 
which the vessels of British subjects will again be 
exposed in the prosecution of their legitimate in- 
dustry on the high seas to vnlawful interference at 
the hands of American officers. 

Her Britannic Majesty’s Government is anxious 
to co-operate tothe fullest extent of their power 
with the Government of the United States in such 
measure as may be found to be expedient for the pro- 
tection of the seal fisheries. They are at the present 
moment engaged in examining, in cencert with the 
Government of the United states, the best method 
of arriving at an agreement upon this point. But 
they cannot admit the right of the United States of 
their own sole motion to restrict for this purpose the 
freedom of navigation of Behring Sea whieb the 
United States have themselves in former years con- 
vincingly and successfully vindicated, nor to enforce 
their municipal legislation against the British vesse!s 
on the high seas beyond the limits of their territorial 
jurisdiction. 

Her Britannic Majesty’s Government are therefore 
unable to pass over without notice the public an- 
nouncement of an intention on the part of the Gov- 
ernment of the United Statesto renew the acts of 
interference with British vessels navigating outside 
the territorial water of the United States, of which 
they previously have had to compiain. 

The undersigned is in consequence instructed 
formally to protest against such interference and to 
declare that Her Britannic Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment must hold the Government of 


the United States responsible for the consequences | 


that may ensue from acts which are contrary to the 
established principles of international law. The 
undersigned, etc. , etc., JULIAN PAUNCEFOTE.

Her Majesty’s Governmentcan not admit in any 
degree the correctnessof Mr. Bisine’s statement 
that there have been greater delays on “the part of 
this country in the negotiations concerning the 
Behring Sea than on the part of the United States. 
The consent of Her Majesty’s Government was given 
last year to the modus vivendi solely onthe ground 
of preservi i the seal species in those waters, which 
it was supposed would be endangered uniess some 
interval was given during which there should be a 
cessation of hunting both on seaand land. Nein- 
formation has reached her Majesty's Government 
to lead them to suppose that so drastic a measure 
would be requisite for two successive seasons.

Everybody had expected that the education 
bill would be postponed indefinitely, but the 
declaration thatit had been abandoned was 
almost @ universal surprise. The National 
Liberals were delighted; the ultramontanes 
could not conceal theiranger. They had not 
anticipated such a straight blow from the 
Government, and a stormof hisses greeted 
the Premier’s announcement. The National 
Liberals cheered loudly, and both parties got 
'so excited that for a time it seemed as if 
some might be provoked to personal violence. 
The Premier took everything calmly and 
waited until the excitement had quieted 
down. Then he proceeded with other busi- 
hess. 

It was said that ft was not the origina! pur- 
pose of the Kaiserto abandon the education 
bill entirely, and that the Government has 
been impelled by two causes to its present 
‘action.

ANARCHIST DYNAMITE, 


THE PARIS PUBLIC PROSECUTOR'S HOUSE DE- 
STROTED YESTERDAY. 


Parts, March 28.—The house of M. Paulot at 
29 Rue Clichy was dynamited yesterday 
morning. Heis the Public Prosecutor and 
the Anarchists have threatened his life sev- 
eral times. The police say that eight pounds 
of dynamite were used. The house is a 
wreck. The stairway was blown to pieces 
and the inhabitants hadto be helped down 
with ladders. The furniture was ruined, and 
the plastering was stripped from the walis. 
Four persons were thrown from chatrs on 


injured by falling debris. M. Boulot lived on 
the fifth floor and was uninjured. 
ordered back the crowd, because the walls 
were in a dangerous condition. Late iast 
night a gendarme found an infernal machine 
at the Ivory Barracks and quenched the fuse. 
A woman who accouched in the bouse just 
before the explosion may die from the shocx.

Some ‘time Aaf6™ tiiree men, 
one of whom was ap army officer, and 
another the inventor of the explostve, 
were arrested and imprisoned for selling the 
melinite formula to an Eaglish gun company, 
but it was iearned that the information they 
had sold was pot complete, inasmuch as it 
lacked details as to one. of the principal in- 
gredients entering into the composition. If 
the Anarchists have learned the secret of the 
manufacture, which it. was supposed was 
confined.to trusted government employes, it 
shows that the Anarchist, plot is more wide- 
spread than the aufghorities supposed.

THE DEATH CHAIR. 


Jeremiah Cotto Executed at Sing Sing 
This 


LOUIS FRANCOLOSO’S MURDER AVENGED 
BY THE LAW. 


The Scene Described as a Revolting 
Spectacle of Suffering—A Rifled Body 
Taken From a Chicago Sewer—Fire- 
Bugs Caged— Poisoning Attempted— 
The Criminal Calendar. 


SING Sivc, N. Y., March 2.—At about 10:45 
o’clock this morning Jeremiah Cotto, the 
murderer of Louis Francoloso, was executed 
in the electric chair. 

This was the eighth execution by elec- 
tricity. It possessed peculiar interest be- 
cause it had been reported that Cotto had 
been suffering from a dreadful fear of his ap- 
proaching death ,and because it seemed prob- 
able that he would break down and makea 
pitiful scene in the execution room. 

Littie preparation for the execution was 
needed. The execution cell adjoining the 
cell occupied by the condemned man was 
just as it had been left after the execution of 
McElvainea monthago. The chair in which 
McElvaine had sat haa been taken from its 
place anda new chair had been bullt on the 
same pattern. The only change made was 
the addition of rubber bags filled with 
salt water, from which the elec- 
trodes- were to be kept wetted constantly. 
This was Gone last Saturday and thedynamuos 
at the other end ofthe prison yard were run 
for half an hour while the strength ofthe cur- 
rent was testedandali the connections ex-

amined. At the last electrocution arrange- 
ments were made to try the method of apply- 
ing the electrodes, suggested by Thomas A. 
Edison and other eminent electricians 
—through the hands—buat the  resulis 
were so unsatisfactory that Dr. Car- 
los F. McDonald, who has had charge of the 
Cetalls of all the executions by electricity, 
thought it best to return to the form of appii- 
cation before used at Sing Sing, at the fore- 
head and at thecalfoftheleg. The chair 
used has been described before. It is of hard 
pine with a head rest of rubber, against 
whichthe condemned man’s head was held 
by two strong straps, and side pieces, to 
which his arms were tichtly strapped. 

The witnesses imciuded half a dozen news- 
paper reporters. Cotto hed passed a quiet 
night. Much of the time Father Milo, as- 
sistant prison priest, and Father De Sautis of 
Brooklyn, who wasa neighbor of Cotto ins 
Italy, had been tn the condemned man’s cell. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock the witnesses were 
summoned by the warden and went into the 
prison. Electrician Davis bad tested the cur- 
rent. Everything was in perfect order and 
Cotto was brought in. Father De Sautis 
walked in front of Cotto, holding the crucifix 
before his eyes and uttering prayers in Ital- 
lan,to whicn he made firm responses. He 
took his place in the chair without any signs 
of failing. 

The priests knelt in front of the death chair 
and continued praying aloud. Cotto Kept his 
eyes fixed on them and continued to repeat 
the responses while he was being tied in the 
chalr. 

Warden Brown suddenly dropped a handker- 
chiefandthe executioner turned a switch, 
applying a current of over 1,700 volts. Cot- 
to’s body stiffened and the straps made deep 
creases in his skin. Thecurrent was turned 
ofandon four times. After each applica- 
tion Cotto showed signs of apparent life, 
moving his hands and opening his eyes. 
There was no movement ofthe chest, how- 
ever, as there had beenin other cases. At 
the first sign of life the current was turned on 
again. After the fourth shock there were no 
signs of life and the doctors declared the 
man dead. There was no burning, but steam 
grose and there was scalding of the parts 
where the electrodes were applied. The frst 
shock was at 10:45.20;the last at 10:4.04. Each 
was for tweive seconds. The scene was re- 
volting, and the execution is described as the 
most horrible yet. 

The doctors present then were invited to 
stepupto the chair andexamine the man 
and a number accepted the invigation. They 
all pronounced Cotto dead. The right lung 
where the 
severely burned and Cotto’s face was dis- 
tortec and was bDlack above the eyes. Elec- 
tricilan Davis said thatthe discoloration and 
whatappeared tobe burns on theleg were 
really onlya slight scalding. &ixteen hun- 
dred volts were used. Those witnesses who 
were present and who had also witmessed 
McElvaine’s execution agreed that Cotto’s 
face was more disfigured and distorted than 
McElvaine’s face was. 

After Cotto was —— dead the body 
was carried into the autopsy-room adjoining 
the death chamber, where the doctors wit- 
nessed the autopsy. The autopsy was con- 
ducted by Dr. Irving, the prison ahem gene 
Cotto’s body willnot beclaimed Dy any of 
his friends or relatives, but will be buried in 
qaicklime this afternoon in the prison grave- 
yard on the hifli.

ON THE ‘‘MAJESTIC.’’ 

‘*‘The newspapers talk of the disappoint- 
ment of the New Yorkers when they learned 
the decks of the Majestic were not 
bathed with blood, but it wasn’t 
a circumstance to our chargin 
when we learned after reaching quarantine 
the details of the scandal and the fact that 
the two principals had been on board all un- 
Known tous. Itrobbed the trip of all its 
pleasant recollections. It would have been 
so thrilling to observe the men and their con- 
duct, knowing the relations they bore to one 
another. As it was, there was not the 
slightest suggestion in the bear- 
ing of either gentleman that they 
were at daggers’ points and 
thirsting for each other’s gore.

FOX’S STATEMENT, 


WHAT RORROWB'S SECOND SAYS OF EVENTS 
CONNECTED WITH THE SCANDAL. 


Lonpon, March 28.—Edward Fox is visiting 
American friends who have leased Lady 
Lytton’s country seat, Knebworth, He had 
just landed a fifteen-pound pike from an 
artificial lake when the Post-DIsSPpATCH corre- 
spondent asked him whether it was true, as 
Coleman Drayton asserted, that the entire 
correspondence between Drayton and 
Borrowe ha@ not been published. Fox re- 
plied: ‘All the letters that passed between 
Drayton and Borrowe relative to this matter 
were published with one exception. That 
wasashort letter from Drayton of no im- 
portance, which was not published for 
the simple reason that it was lost. 
It did not affect the points at issue In any way. 
Drayton wrote an insulting letter, in which 
he declined tosubmit the matter to a jury 
of honor, because, as he said, it was a point 
which he and Borrowe could settle between 
themselves and if Borrowe declined a duel 
he should brand him as a coward. 

‘*Milbank and myself replied that as we 
were Borrowe’s seconds, and the matter was 
inour hands, and that an arrangement of 
the difficulty would necessarily beon Mnes 
which were admitted by menof honor, we 
declared that the meeting could not take 
place, and we considered this letter of ours 


as conclusive and final, It left absolutely no 


excuse for further correspondence. 

‘*‘Drayton was aware of the grounds 
on which this stand wastaken. Neverthe- 
less, he wrote again, andthis letter is the 
one that was lost. There was noreason for 
not including it in the series which was pub- 
Hshed except that it was mislaid. It con- 
tained nothing of moment and did not alter 
the situation in the least.’’ 

‘*It is singular,’’ continued Fox, ‘‘that in 
a matter so susceptible of proof there should 
be any question raised. 

**Gen. Willlams, who came over here on 
business for the Bquitable Life Assurance Co., 
but who was engaged as Borrowe's counsel 
while in London, saw the written contract 
which Mrs. Drayton gave her husband, agree- 
ing to pay him $5,000 annually and to set 
aside a sum forthe children and household 
expenses out of her income of $40,000 a year. 

‘*What morecotld be desiredin proof of 
what has been assérted about Drayton? Since 
it was only money that Drayton was aiter, 
the greatest surprise is that Mrs. Drayton’s 
family, the Astors, did not supply it rather 
than have such a scandal. Drayton took les- 
sons in fericing in Parisand sent two of his 
fencing masters to.Borrowe, thinking per- 
haps that,.Borrowe had no friends to call on 
in Paris, and that he would force himtoa 
meeting, pink himand come out of the affair 
with anair of having satisfied his alleged 
hopor,’’ 

‘*Is it true,’’ asked the correspondent, ‘‘as 
Millbank and Borrowe have stated, that they 
were utterly ignofant that the _ corre- 
spondence was to be published?’’ 

Fox khit his brows and was silent for a mo- 
ment, Then he said: 

‘*On that point I decline to make any asser- 
tion. Idonot think it is beyond a doubt that 
Millbank made this statement. Until I re- 
ceive an answer to the cable sent by mel 
positively decline to say anything aboutit. I 
regard Millbank as my friend and an honora- 
ble fellow.’’ 

There seems to be no doubt from inquiries 
here and in Paris that Millbank was quite 
aware of the intended publication of the cor- 
respondence and that in factit passed under 
his supervision. If any letters were sup- 
pressed Millbank knows what they were. 


A LEAF FROM BORROWE’S HISTORY. 

NEw YorK, Nov. 28.—Hallett Allsop Bor- 
rowe was well known at police headquarters 
before his name cropped out in connection 
with the duel Coleman Drayton tried to bring 
about. As in the Drayton case, it was the 


result of his devotion to a lady living in 
New York that Borrowe came under the 
notice of Inspector Byrnes four years ago, 

The complainant upon this occasion was P. 
Victor Newcomb, the well-known millionaire. 
Borrowe, it appears, met the millionaire’s 
daughter at some social function. Miss New- 
comb at that time ‘was barely more thana 
girl, she had, however, many romantic 
ideas, and was flattered by the attentions 
which Borrowe ‘began to pay her. He took 
every opportunity, it is said, of calling upon 
the young girl and impressing ber with the 
warmth of his affections. Professing to bea 
man of great social knowledge and experi- 
ence, Borfowe assumed to advise Miss New- 
comvand her .mother about such matters. 
Thus, asan excuse for being at their Fifth 
avenue hottse he more than once assisted in 
the writing and fssuing of Invitations. From 
this it was only a step to opening up a corre- 
spondence with Miss Newcomb, sorrowe 
carefully read the girl’s letters and laid them 
away for future reference, 

Finally the matter came under the notice 
of Mr. Newoombd and he dropped Borrowe a 
gentle hint to be less frequent in his calls. 
“'o this, however, Borrowe paid but little at- 
tention and subsequently told Mr. Newcomb 
that he wanted to marry his daughter. For 
Miss Newcomb, he said, he had a profound 
affection, and this was returned. In proofof 
his assertion he said he had much docu- 
mentary evidence, and that no cruel parent 
should ee | them apart. Mr. Newcomb, it 
is alleged, then saw that  Borrowe 
had an eye to the money’ which 
his daugliter would inherit, and 
concluded to quickly stop his gagnae. He con- 
sulted Inspector Byrnes onthe matter, That 
astute offictal quickly formed a plan of action. 
Borrowe, while down town one day, was 
tapped on the shoulder by one of byrnes’ 
men, who informed him that the Inspector 
wished to see him. Borrowe is said to have 
turned white upon hearing this message, but 
atonce answered the summons. He Is said 
to have made three visits to police headquar- 
ters, during which he made a confession and 
turned over to the Inspector Miss Newcomb’s 
letters, He has never bothered the Newcomb 
family since.

Three Brakemen Shocked by an Electric 
Wire—The Turf Club Closed. 


One of the overhead wires of the stock 
yards electric street car line broke from the 
fastening yesterday and sagged down over 
the L. & N. and O. M,. railroad crossings at 
St. Clair avenue. Shortly after the break 
occurred anL.& N. freight train passed 
the crossing and the wire struck two brake 
men who were standing ontop of the cars. 
Both men were knocked off the cars, and one 
of them, F. M. Cleft, arrowly escaped being 
crushed to death. Cleft fell between two 
cars, and caught hold of abrakerodas he 
went down. He retained presenceof mind 
sufficient toclutch the rod tightly and hold 
on to it until the train was stopped. The 
train moved at least a hundred yards past the 
crossing and Cleft was dragged that dis- 
tance. He managed to keep his body off the 
ground, but his legs were terribly bruised by 
contact with the ties. A severe wound 
was found in his scalp af- 
ter he had been removed from 
beneath the train. He had sustained the 
wound, which wasa four-inch gash, in fall- 
ing. Dr. C. L. Wiggins dressed his injuries. 
The other brakeman, who was knocked of 
the train, escaped uninjured. Lateran 0. & 
M. freight train passed the crossing and a 
brakeman was brushed off the cars by the 
sagging wire, but he was not hurt. 

THE TURF CLUB CLOSED. 

Py. H. Stock, who owns the building in 
which the East St. Louls Turf Club is located, 
commenced attachment proceedings to-day 
against the club for $150, claimed to be due 
forrent. The property of the club,consisting 
mainly of billiard and pool tables and furni- 
ture, is now in the hands of a constable.

Although the indictments of the Chicago 
Aldermen for boodling were announced with 
a grand flourish of trumpets, it need surprise 
no one if they prove utterly barren of results. 
No one acquainted with the inside workings 
of politics ina big city supposes that legisla- 
tion with money in it can be secured without 
bribery and corruption. No one supposes 
that franchises worth millionsof dollars have 
been obtained without paying for them, but 
the conviction and punishmentj of the boo- 
dlers is in any large city a very dificult 
matter. 

The corruption of municipal government 
does not stop with the Board of Aldermen; 
it extends tothe officials who have charge | 
of the juries and of the court proceedings, 
and it has its orgin and source of strength in 
the corruption of the political machines of all 
parties which contend for the spoils of the 
city. 

Against such firmly intrenched rascality 
no revolt can succeed unless it represents 
the determined purpose of the honest 
citizens, backed by aunited pressand gup- 
ported by the better influences of politics. 
The Chicago revolt does not seem to com- 
bine these elements of strength, and it Is, 
accordingly, only reasonable to apprehend 
that it will beonly a passing and fruitless 
protest.

LOVED HIM STILL. 


Kittie Crosby True to the Man Who 
Almost Killed Her. 


TERRIBLE ASSAULT MADE ON THE 
WOMAN BY JOSEPH SUNDAY. 


He Beat Her With an Iron Bar and Then 
After Washing Up the Blood From Her 
Wounds Makes His Escape—How He 
Was Captured—Had Determined on | 
Suicide, 


Kittie Crosby lies at the point of death in 
the City Hospital and Joseph Sunday, her as- 
sallant, languishes in a cell at the Four 
Courts, awaiting the outcome of her injuries. 
The bloody battle between them occurred at 
10 o’clock Saturday night tn the little kitchen 
on the first floor of 2222 Lucas avenue. Since 
the first news of Sunday’s horribly 
deliberate attack reached the police 
Capt. Peter Joyce and the men ofthe Third 
District have been exerting their utmost 
powers to capture Sunday. Their efforts 
were successiul, for at 10:30 o’clock this 
morning Officers Louis Barthold and Louis 
Varwig captured him in a house at Fifth and 
Poplar streets. 

TERRIBLE ENCOUNTER. 

Sunday and the injured woman have 
been living together for about eighteen 
months, sO Sunday stated to-day. 
Of late they have not been on good terms. 
Saturday night at10 o'clock Sunday went 
to their common habitation, 2222 Lucas av- 
enue. He was drunk and quarrelsome. 
Causes for disputes were not wanting. At 
the instant that words were exchanged for 
blows Sunday seized a huge poker, better 
adapted for a foundry furnace than a kitchen 
stove, and struck the woman on the right 
hand, All the fingers were broken and she was 
thenceforth tothe end of the sanguinary con- 
flict in the little kitchen, a helpless victim. 
He used the heavy bar on her head with 
probably fatal effect. Her skull is covered 
with deadly gasnes. How long the fight 
lasted is not known, for Sunday claims that 
he was drunk and knows very little more 
than that he did the act. But he had a 
mighty big allowance of method 
in his Grunkenness. As soon as he 
saw that the woman was unconscious 
he coolly put away the poker, He then took 
some towels, went carefully over the floor of 
the kitchen, which was covered with gore, 
and sopped up allofit. When he had cleaned 
the floor about as thoroughly asa slaughter- 
house is cleared, he kindled the fire in the 
stoveand Ppurned the towels. Sunday then 
jumped oyt of the rear window and fled. 
This is the. $tory of the 7-year old daughter of 
the woman as to the police, 

TRU HER LOVER. 

The woman was found in an unconscious 
condition in the kitchen and removed tothe 
City Hospital. When she was revived she 
was true to Sunday and refused to give the 
police any assistance. Capt. Joyce resolved 
to capture the br lassailant at any cost, 
and he detailed a ldige force of his men to do 
Special duty o the case. All day 
yesterday the lice Kept up the 
Search -but withoug result. Last night the 
Captain decided t d Officers Varwig and 
Barthold to the nu r ofspecial men, be- 
cause they livedimifhe neighborhood and 
were acquainted witht the vicinity. The se- 
lection Was well m , for this morning in- 
formation came to them that a close watch at 
Fifth and Spruce streets would locate Sun- 
day. Thetwo officerfs went straight to the 
place and found the mah they were after, 

HAD DETERMINED ON SUICIDE, 

To Capt. Joyce Sunday confessed that he 
beat the woman. He could give no reason for 
it. He was drunk and that was as much as 
he could say in explanation. ‘‘How long 
have you lived with her?’’ asked the Captain. 
‘*foo long,’’ Wasthe answer. Sunday cast 
his eyes about him at the bars and doors of 
the prison and continued: ‘‘If I had 
a gun that night I would not 
now . be here, I thought that 
both gf us would die, because I was deter- 
mined to commit suicide.’* Sunday is a 
young man, only 27 yearsofage. He says 
that Be is a stair-Builder by occupation.

Sec, 1247 of art. 4 (on dramshops) of chap- 
ter 37 (on revenue) of the Revised: Ordinances 
of the city of St. Louis: : 

No person or copartnership of persons or 
corporation shall in this city, directly 
or indirectly, im person or by another, sell 
barter or deliver, for or on his or their ac- 
count, any intoxicating liquors in quantities 
less than one gallon without a license first 
obtained therefor, according to the pro. 
visions of this article, asa keeper ofa dram- 
shop. 

Sec. 1433 of art. 4(on dramshops) of chap- 
ter 87 (on revenue) of the Revised Ordinances 
of the city of St. Louis: 

The Collector shall not grant a license to 
any person who has ever been convicted ofa 
violation of anyof the provisions of this 


article

Hugh McManus, who has a saloon near the 
Chain of Rocks, was convicted of a violation 
of sec. 1427, printed above, in the Second Dis- 
trict Police Court Feb. 6, and was fined $300 
and costs.

GIVES HIMSELF UP. 
Vail Goes to Clayton on His Forfeiture 
of Bond. e 


HE AVOIDS THE SHERIFF OF 8T. CHARLES” 
' GOUNTY. 


His Lawyer, Marshall McDonald, Writes a 
Very Plain Letter to Judge Edwards, 
and Denounces the Court’s Action as 


Outrageous—Charges of Persecution for 
Political Effect. 


This morning at 10 o’clock Chas. F. Vail, 
his bondsman, J. Brooks Johnson, and his 
attorney, Marshall F. McDonald, met in the 
latter’s office in the Commercial building tn 
rather an excited frame of mind, Vail’s 
pond for $10,000 had just been declared for- 
felted by Judge W. W. Edwards of St. Oharles 
County on Saturday, owing to his failure to 
appear in answer to the indictment pending 
against him for the alleged killing of his wife, 
and the chances were that Sheriff Schneider 
of St. Charles County was already in St. 
Louls toagain place Vail under arrest and 
convey him back to his old quarters in the St. 
Charles County jail. Vail had only this morn- 
ing returned to 8t. Louls from a short busi- 
ness trip into Illinois, and looked tired and 
worried. 

‘*Well,’’ said he, aftera long private con- 
versation with Marshall McDonald, ‘‘I guess 
I'll go right on out to Clayton and see the 
Judge to-day.’’ 

‘*Yes, you’d better do so,’’ advised Lawyer 


McDonald. 
‘*‘I’ve missed the 9:20 train,’’ continued 
Vail, looking at the railway time table in a 
morning paper. ‘‘I’ll go by the house and 
get my horse and buggy and drive out.’’ 
‘*If you do,’’ suggested Lawyer McDonald, 
‘*you're very apttofind the Sheriff of St. 
Charles Vounty waiting at your house for 
you, and he will arrest you and compel you to 
return with him to St. Charles instead of al- 
lowing you to go to Clayton.’’ 
‘*Oh, no,’’ answered Vail calmly. ‘‘He’ll 
only compel me to knock him down and go 
to Clayton despite him.’’ 
Afew minutes after this cool announce- 
ment the celebrated defendant in the famous 
Vail case left Lawyer McDonald’s office, 
bound for Clayton, via his own home, and a 
possible encounter with the Sheriff of 8t. 
Charles County. He carried with him the fol- 
lowing very plain letter from Marshall Mc- 
Donald, 
AN EMPHATIC PROTEST, 
St. Lovis, March 28, 1892. 
Judge W. W. Edwards: 
DEAR SrR—In the Globe-Democrat of this morn- 
ing (Monday) I notice for the first time that the case 
of Btate vs. as. F. Vail was called in your court at 
St, Charies and the bond forfeited. I also notice in 
the same connection a purported interview with me 
concerning the forfeiture of said bond. I wish to say 
thatl knew absolutely nothing of the setting of the 
case, or of the forfeiture of the bond, nor have I seen 
any reporter nor had any conversation with any re- 
porter with reference to the same, and said pur- 
ported interview with meistherefore manufactured 
outof whole cloth. 
With respect to the forfeiture of the bond, if this 
be so—and I can scarcely believe that it is—under the 
circumstances, I will say that itis a Mies | extraordi- 
nary proceeding in view of the fact that I have a mo- 
tion pending there to certify said indictment back to 
the City of St. Louis, which said motion was partially 
argued by me some months ago when I first filed the 
saipe, and I have been waiting ever since for you to 
notify me, as you agreed to do, of the time when the 
Prosecuting Attorney would consent to take the 
matter up and argue and dispose of the case. You 
will remember that I was to be _ notified 
whenever the Prosecuting Attorney or the Court 
could take up the said motion forfurther argument, 
and I have been patiently waiting since that time 
for the aforesaid notice, but upto this time I have 
not received it, 
I did not know therefore that the case was set, and 
I have absolutely no knowledge that it was to be set, 
as I had a right to presume, and did presume, that 
before a setting of the case would take place 
my motion would first be disposed of. Only last 
week I asked Gov. Johnson what had become of the 
motion and why the Prosecuting Attorney did not 
notify me when he proposed to dispose of it and 
Gov. Johnson informed me that he knew nothing 
about it. In view of all this, therefore, | would re- 
spectfully suggest that your honor should not have 
forfeited the bond and I trustthat you will proceed 
at once to have the forfeiture set aside and allow the 
motion which has been pending there to be argued 
and disposed of according to law. 
lam surprised indeed to think thatsuch an action 
would be taken, and such an unfair advantage taken 
of the defendant in view ofthe above premises. 
Kindly have the order issued setting aside) forfeit- 
ure at once and | will be glad to meet the Proscuting 
Attorney and your Honor at any time to argue the 
motion thatis still pending. Iam very truly yours,

SOUTHERN OUTRAGES. 


Chicago Negroes Denounce Them-—The 
Memphis Lynching. 

Cu1caGo, March 28.—One thousand negroes 

assembled at Bethel A. M. E. Church last 

night to **consider the recent Southern out- 


rages to their race.’ 

The first sensation of the evening came 
when, after a short address, the pastor, Rev. 
George W. Gaines, asked the audience to 
join him in singing ‘‘America.’’ As one Man 
the audience rose and refused to sing that 
song until this country is what it claims to 
be, ‘Sweet land of liberty.’” The pastor 
substituted ‘‘John Brown.’’ 

Several addresses followed the singing, 
among the speakers being State Representa- 
tive Morris, who urged the colored people to 
or ize into leagues and ass tions to re- 
-> ag by united efforts, out es by the 
whites. F. L. Barnett, speaking on the re- 
cent Memphis lynching, said: **Memphis 
calls itself the ‘Queen City of the South,’ and 
boasts of its intelligence and honor. its in- 
habitants have all the wealth, all the in- 
fluence, that power or cowardice could 
suggest. And yet thus fortified, the city per- 
mits men of honor and business 
integrity, who have grown from infancy to 
mabh about its streets, men- who never 
felt the force of the law, even to a feather- 
weight, but were known far and wide as 
industrious, upright, creditable citizens, to 
be cast into jail for defending their property 
and lives. This ‘Queen City’ stands by and 
sees these men butchered in cold lood, 
makes no move in their defense and utters 
no word of protest.’’ 

The jailer in charge at the time of this 
lynching was severely scored,as was the 
‘“‘white press,’’ which, admitting that it was 
an ‘‘upfortunate affair,’’ warned the negroes 
thatan attempt to retaliate might become 
serious. 

The speaker closed by appealing to the 
negroes of the country to abstain from rash- 
ness, but to use cool, calm, calculating 
courage and carefully deliberate over the 
manner in which repetitions of the Memphis 
affair may be averted. 


THE CLEWS CIRCULAR. 


The Week’s Trading on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 


There were too many uncertainties this 
week to permit any aggressive movement on 
the part of the bulls. The silver question, 
the Behring Sea difficulty, the legality of the 
Reading deal, the break in Northern Pacific, 
andthe approach of April settlements all 
contributed to restrict operations. Investors, 
too, were somewhat discouraged by the 
fancy prices at which some of the good divi- 
dend payers are held. On Friday there was 
an upward spurt on the strength of the anti- 
silver developments at Washington. 

The monopoly issues have introduced an 
element of uncertainty into the stock market 
which calls for special caution onthe part of 
investors and speculators, if not for specific 
precaution on the part of the Exchange itself 
in admitting indiscriminatelyso-called securi- 
tles to its list. Public opinion is becoming 
more and more decidedly hostile to whatever 
form of organization conspires to defeat free 
competition. 

The action of the Standard Oil in dissolving 
its trust arrangements isa significant warn- 
ing. Spite of its enormous Wealth and solid- 
ity and its unquestioned power of resistance, 
its sagacious Managers deem it imprudent to 
face the omnipotence of the coming assertion 
of the public will, and thetrust is forearm- 
ing itself by putting its great interests under 
s0me more normal form of management. In 
striking contrast to this prudence, the sugar

FRONTIER WHISKEY. 


Tricks of Mexican Smugglers and Lilicit 
Distillers on the Border. 

SAN ANTONIO, March 28.—On the Mexican 
frontier illicit liquor dealing and smuggling 
gohandin hand, and, in fact, these two 
classes of felonies constitute largely the crim- 
inal dockets of the federal courts in the 
western districts of Texas. The relations be. 
tween these two kinds of criminals is similar 
to that existing between the 
unscrupulous broker and the crook. 
The illicit liquor dealer is, gen- 


erally, some shrewd outlawed white manor 
Mexican refugee. Out in the chapparal 
thicket,easily accessible from numerous little 
tarms and ranches of poor whites and Mex!i- 
cans, as well as remote from the county seat, 
he opens a little shop. Ostensibly it isa 
country grocery witha scant stock of goods 
on the shelves, but an investigation of the 
premises discloses a cellar with a good 
supply of mescal ; a roam with 
tables, afewrickety chairs, and rank odor 
pervading all, comprising the gambling den; 
a larger anda cleaner room, fringed with a 
row of worn benches, in which are held the 
weekly fandangoes, and adirty little room 
which serves asthe family’s quarters. Such 
is the general make-up Of manya successful 
dealer’s establishment. 

The whole border country is full of less 
pretentious, but none the less thriving con- 
cerns. With the latter the mescal apart- 
ment, the ball-room, the gambling hell, the 
family dormitory, the kitchen and dining- 
room are all in one large-sized room. This is 
especially the case in the more populated dis- 
tricts,where chances of detection are greater, 
The illicit liquor dealer doesa very profitable 
business, but he is always poor, as he is 
an inveterate peeeoe ofhisown card tables. 
That he should earn much money out of his 
nefarious traffic seems strange, as the list of 
customers ofa shrewd dealer !s lHmited to 
men who, as his personal Knowledge has 
taught, can be trusted. To these alone he 
sells his liquid wares, while a stranger, es- 
pecially if he is not well versed in the tactics 
of the border crooks, can obtain nothing for 
all the money he might lay on the counter. 
On the other hand, when a 
fantastically dressed ‘‘river’’ Mexican 
appears at the disreputable resort he is mys- 
teriously hustled tmto a side room, and when 
he finally emerges his labored breath, smilin 
face and swaggering air tell the tale of illici 
mescal. 

Thus it is that the revenue officers, even 
through the medium of spies, are by merest 

chance ever able to convict this sort of crim- 
|inals. In his immediate vicinity the illicit 
| liquor dealer is looked upon as a man of con- 
siderable superiority by the score of men and 
women dependent upon him fora meager 
living. They will carry out his wishes at 
his biddinw. They are tty border thu 

and professional smugglers who infest the

Aside from the natural 
rascality of the satelites of the illicit liquor 
dealer and his dive there are also acts of bru- 
tality and bloodshed incident to -the excite- 
ment of a mescal debauch, a night spent in 
rambling and wild carousing, or baille, with 
the licentious female element of the lower 
Rio Grande. 

In vain have the Internal Revenue officials 
expended time and labor intte endeavor to 
stamp out the border criminals by striking at 
the root of the evil—the Illicit traffic tn li uor, 
but aside from an occasional capture of an 
ignorant family, who smuggled and traded 
in the smuggled goods at the same time, Little 
headway has been made, for the professional 
Violater of the ee laws is too shrewd 
and too completely insolated to be detected, 
while his consumers and employes dare not 
betray him.

IN A CYCLONE’S TRACK. 


Destruction Wrought by Saturday’s Storm 
at Cerro Gordo. 


DECATUR, Ill., March 28.—The storm which 
Saturday struck the town of Cerro Gordo, 
twelve miles northeast of here, swept every- 
thing inits path. Its track was 300 feet wide 
and over a half-mile in length was swept 
through the most thickly inhabited part of 
the village. Houses, barns and outbuildings 
ofall kinds were twisted about in the most 
destructive manner, but fortunately no lives 


were lost. The damage to property was very 
great. Benjamin Wyne probably suffered the 
greatest loss on property, having a good barn 
entirely demolished and a fine residence so 
badly injured as to make it almost a total 
wreck.

About 12 o’clock.a heavy rain began to fall 
and this kept the majority of the people who 
were at home for dinner in the house. At 
about 12:35 a black cloud arose in the south 
and approached rapidly. It seemed to be re- 
volving and to extend far below the other 
clouds. Suddenly it again swooped down- 
ward, striking in the most thickly settled 
portion of the town. Boards, rails, and other 
objects floated through the air and fell to the 
ground, many times striking into houses out- 
side of the path ofthe storm, Buildings were 
picked up, whirled through the air and set 
down far from their places. Occupants of 
these were badly shakenup, but in no Case 
was anyone injured. Roofs of many large 
buildings were carried away.
